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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-18, drawn to DNA comprising a mutant FRT sequence selected from the 
group consisting of SEQ ID NO: 1-4, a cell and transgenic animal comprising said mutant FRT 
sequence and a method of using said mutant FRT sequence for replacing a gene. 

Group II, claim(s) 19, drawn to a pharmaceutical comprising the DNA of Group I. 

Group 111, claim(s) 20, drawn to a DNA recombination method using two mutant FRT sequences 
as set forth in SEQ ID NO: 32. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-111 do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

According to PCT rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when there is a shared same or 
corresponding special technical feature among the claimed inventions. Although the product of 
Groups IT is directed to a pharmaceutical composition comprising the product of Group 1, each 
group has a different special technical feature not shared by the other. Group 1 is directed to any 
DNA molecule comprising the mutant FRT sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1-4; thus, the special 
technical feature of Group 1 is the FRT sequence. Group II is directed to a phannaceutical 
composition comprising the mutant FRT sequence and therefore the special technical feature of 
Group II is the component that provides the composition with pharmaceutical activity. As the 
FRT sequences of Group I are not disclosed as being pharmaceutically active, the special 
technical feature of Group II is not shared by Group I. 

Groups I and II are further restricted to a single mutant FRT sequence selected from SEQ ID 
NO: 2-5. Although each of the sequences shares the common structural elements which provide 
for recombination by FLP recombinase, nucleic acids having this feature were known in the art 
(see especially the first full paragraph on page 3 of the specification). As PCT Rule 13.2 requires 
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unity of invention exists only when the shared same or corresponding technical feature is a 
contribution over the prior art, SEQ ID NO: 2-5 lack unity of invention. For this same reason, the 
invention of Group III, directed to a method of using a mutant FRT sequence other than SEQ ID 
NO: 2-5, has a special technical feature which is not shared by Groups I and 11. 

Accordingly, Groups I-III are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical 
feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
